final page in the history of Thomas A 
Hendricks was written to-day and the 
book of bis life sealed. 
In the countless 
thousands who gathered upon the streets 
of Indianapolis to-day to do homage to 
the memory of the distinguished Ameri­ 
can who, as a Lawyer, Governor, Legis­ 
lator and Vice-President, wa9 always be­ 
fore 
the people, 
representative men 
from various parts of the country were to 
be seen on every hand. 
A little more 
than a month ago the distinguished dead 
was a central figure in an exciting politi­ 
cal campaign, the target for that opposi­ 
tion, that misapprehension of motive, 
that dislike and hatred which falls to the 
lot of every man who is or has been prom­ 
inent in public affairs. 
Bu t to-day, when 
his life is closed, when the giant, who, 
a week ago with 119, is sleeping the eter­ 
nal sleep, the political asperities of the 
past few months are buried, the bitter 
memories of the presidential conflict are 
buried and Republican and Democrat, 
Greenbacker 
and 
Prohibitionist, 
join 
with each other to do honor to the memory 
t f the statesman and American citizen. 
The 9t reet9 of the city were crowded from 
an early hour and special trains from a

TRAPPING IN BRITISH *AMERlCft, 


Away 
fro m C ivilizatio n — A Dang*» * o u» 
C alling —V isiting the Trap» . 
•San Francisco ('all.] 
The trapper’s life is, perhaps the mod; 
desolate one lad by white men. 
Awav 
from civilization, away from friends nni 
neighbors he pursues hia daugorou* callm ; 
id midwinter, through banks of snow, ami i 
storms of wind and rain, expo-od ever to 
the fury of the elements and to tho savage 
attacks of wild bea» t& 
A trapper, to i»e 
successful, must necos-arily 
be 
is dale 1 
from his neighbors, for there are n» m 
other in tho remote interior but those who 
follow the same vocation, and so, if a man 
wishes to msuro a profitable winter ho 
travels entirely alone. 
His traps oft?n ex­ 
tend over a rut* of 75 to 100 inilbs long, and 
and these he visits in rotation as often as 
he can. 
His method of prooedure is as foliow-j 
Haying selected a range, ho builds a hut in 
about as convenient a site as he can select, 
and then lays his traps, which branch out 
on either side, 
in the ravines of 
the 
numerous 
stream* 
with 
whio h 
that 
country is watorel. 
His headquarters i* 
rather a pretentious shauty. 
It is built of 
logs, and has a fireplace in it made of mu 1 
and stones. This is actually his di-tnbuting 
point, an i this is where he stores hip r o ­ 
visio n T he n following his range, he builds, 
about a day’s journey distance from each 
* t ior, tiny bark shanties, in which he leaves 
pr » visi ms, and sleeps during tho night 
Bv September every preparation is m ale 
for the winter’s work; and early in October 
commences his dreary campaign against 
itie fur producers. 
Long before the sun i* 
up, wuen the dim northern light is begin­ 
ning to brighten tho forest gloom, tue trap 
!>er « (arts from his hea iquarters. 
IJLi- 
oiillU i* but light, consisting hololy of u 
blanket, for, thould hi* caches bo full, he* 
w » uiJ have a loud, perhaps, too heavy for 
Inin to carry. 
Arriving a t his first trap, h* 
ha to examine it; and, if baits be eaten, ho 
again rebuits it and set* it more carefully; 
then the next may have game, and, if so, 
there is more rebaiting to be done, and ths 
animal ha> lo b> promptly skinned, as the 
proces* is much easier whou the animal i-. 
warm. 
Hence, all over his long course, 
stopping at every quarter of a mile or -o. 
his to Lous range is not covered till the 
week has passed. 
Coming to his headquarters he deposrs 
h» s furs thus taken during the w ok, ami 
again starts out on his long and dismm 
journey. 
Tho ranges of each trapper are 
as much re» |>ected as if he had purchase 1 
the territory outright and also had a |x>>se 
of armed men protecting his trap . 
They 
run no fear of robbery, though they may 
bo aw ay from head quarters for a week or 
ten days at a tune and the hut be loaded to 
the n>of with the most valuable fur%
